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Hard Lives.

It seems that there is a limit to even
Attorney General Brewster's liberality
in the allowance of fees tu the army cf
lawyers that he now has workin_ for the
United States under special appoiniment
Mr. Crowley, ex enngressman, who was
appointed special United States attorney
a year ago, and while a congressman, to
assist in prosecuting certain pertiesin
New York, charged $5,000 and Lis ex-
penses for his services. The attorncy
general thought $2.500 was euough.
The first auditor of the treasury consid-
ered that the law ;urbade any such pay-
ment to a member of Congress without
an appropriation expressly for the pur-
pose. This opinion scems plainly in
accordance with the law which forbids
“any person,’ in the employ of the
government with a fixed salary, from re-
ceiving extra compensation without the
authority of a special law. Dut it seems
that the attorney general and the com-
troller allowed Mr. Crowley the $2.500 ;
but the ungrateful man was not satisfied,
and indeed is so much disgusted with the
illiberality of the attorney general, that
he refuses any longer to serve a bureau
with sucl a stingy head, and has declined
employment proffered hLim in South
Carolina. Certainly this is quite a new
side on which Lo attack our very elegant
and heretofore deemed very liberal
attorney general. It shows how hard
are the lines of the head of a depart-
ment. Mr. Brewster, with an andent
desire to grandly and nobly sail the legal
ship of the government, has taken on
board so big a crew of special assistant
high priced pavigators that there is
danger of the vessel foundering under
the load. The attorney general, no
doubt, wus perm+-ited with the loveliest
aspirations in his employment of this
heavy cargo of lawyers., He aimed at a
wholesale purification of the government
and a wholesale benefit for his (riends at
the bar.

It issad to think that he has been so
illy rewarded. The public abuse himfor
his ex: ravagauce and now Crowley ac-
cusee I.im for his stinginess. 1t is cer-
tainly a hard case. We lwope the mag-
nificence of tl.e aitorney general may
meet mo sucl !l requital from any
other of Lis speci.! assistants. Crowley
oaght to be ashamed of Limself,
Crowley, like unto ithie snake, Las stung
the bosom that wivmed it. Dut perhaps
not altogether. The snake in the table
had the bosom all to himself, and it was
not a frilled shiit bosom. Crowley does
not seem to have got within the frills
nor o have ecjoyed the full warmth of
the bosom. There were too many other
creatures ahead. If he had been in the
warm corner occupied by Dliss, for in-
stance, for an indefinite time at twenty-
five cents a minute and board,
he wouid have been the pgrate-
fullest snake imaginable. Ile would
not have thought of slinging
the good Drewster.

THE FLAMES.

DISASTROUY EAVAGES oF FIREs,

A Hotel Falis and Buries Beneath the Eains
Toirteen Persons—QOther News Fara-
agraphs by Mail,

In Greenville, Texas, the otber night,
the Eud Lotel, a three-story brick build-
ing, fell with a most terrific crash st
midnight. Thirteen persons were crushed
and buried in the ruins. Mrs. N. Pruitt,
the proprietress ; George Pruitt, Louis
Albert, jeseler; J. E, Ferd, telegraph
repairer ; T. D. Riley, conductor ; R. R.
Nail, cottun buyem; Frunk West, Miss
Lou Davis, chambermaid ; a mattress
maker named Hill and vegro waiter per-
ished. Fifteen occupants escaped. J. D
Turner was terribly mangled and may die.
The fire depurtmcut of Sherman, over
forty miles away, was telegraphed for,
and responded at once, but was three
hours reaching the scene. Meanwhile the
cries, the screams, the groans and the
strugeles of the victims to free themselves
were heard and witnessed by a helpless
multitude of spectators, They seemed
paralyzed at the horrors before them,
though all that could possibly be done
was done in the few mmnutes during which
help could be afforded.

The losses by the fire at the hotel
Berkley in Bosgon aggregate #170,000, of
which §150,000 is on personal proporty
and $20,000 on the building. The building
was fully insured, and the insurance on
the personal property is about one-halfl of
the total loss.

In Troy, N. Y., spontaneous combustion
destroyed the paper mill storehouss of
Orr & Co. The loss on the burned build-
ing and stock is about 875,000, on which
there is an insurance of $32,500.

The agricultural implemeunt house of
Geo. W. Rouse & Son, of Peoria, 11l., was
burned Friday morning. Loss, 845,000 ;
insurance, $27,500.

The storehouse and stock of dry goods
and groceries of Thomas L. C. Reed, at
Darlington, Iiarford couuty, Md., were
destroyed by fire yesterday.

A meanly clad woman, supposed tobo a
tramp, built a tire ina cave at Knoxville,
Tenn., on Friday night, laid down to
sleep, and was found barned to death.

A conflagration at Vallorbes, in the
canton of Vaud, Swilzerland, bhas de-
stroyed one hundred and forty five houses,
together with the postoffice, in which im-
portant securities were deposited. Twelve
hundred persons havo been made homeless
by the disaster,

Mowbray’s flour mill at Stockton, Min-
nesota, was burned yeosterday. Loss,
$90,000.

TRADE AND LABUOR,

Notes ol Commercial latorest.

The pational conveution of the Amal-
gamated association of iron and steel
workers was in session at Pittsburgh on
Saturday. Forty-eigit delegates were
present from all parts of the country. The
proceedings were seoref, but it is known
that a committee was appointed to confer
with a similar committes of the manufae-
turers within two weeks.

The Central labor union of New York
yesterday appointed a committee to organ-
ize an American land and rent league “‘to
prevent landlords from imposing exorbi-
tant rents on their tenanis.” Resolutions
of regret for the death of Peter Cooper
wero adopted.

Trains of ten to fifteen cars, filled with
emigrants for the Missouri slope, are
arriving daily at Dismarck, Dakota, over
the Northern Pacific road.

More than one thousand acres of wheat
have been planted in Dakota, within two
days. East of Bismarck there is yet snow
on the ground, but it is disappearing
rapidly.

The messenger boys of the Western
Univn telegraph company in Boston have
been notified that after tu-day they will be
paid two cents for delivery and nothing for
answers, instead of twoand a half cents in
each case. They lmld a meeting yesterday
afterpoon and unanimously agreed not to
deliver a dispateh for Jess than two and a
balf cents. Should the reduction be per-
sisted in a general strike will result.

The striking tobacco operatives at
Lychburg, Va., are divided, one faction
favoring a resumption of work. The
manufacturers met on Saturday, and de-
cided to open their factories to day to
those operatives who will return to work
at the schedule prices.

Branch No. 4 of the carpenters’ and
joiners’ union, in New York, met yester-
day to arrange for an advance in wages to
$3.50 per day, but no final action was
taken. A general meeting of the union
will be held on Thursday next to conslder
the matter.

A census of Richmond, Virginia, just
completed by the police of that city,
shows a population of 70,684. The U. 8.
census of 1880 gave Richmond a popula-
tion of G8,600.

Heavy rain fell at New Orleans on Sat-
urday, the fall in three hours and a half
being 5,68 inches, The water ran over

the levee along the Algiers front of the
city from Harvey’scanal to a pointopposite
the head of the canal flooding s large por-
tion of Algiers and doing much damage.
The town of Goldsbpro was flooded toa
depth ~f from three to six feet, and the
track of the dummy railroad between that
place and Algiers was washed away.

The steamers arrived at St. John, New

LIFE ON A DESEKT LAND.

The Strange Adventures of Shipwrecked
Sallors in the Southern Facitic,

Captain Joseph Fuller, of the bark
Pilot's Bride, of New Loodon, who has
just arrived in Boston, tells a remarkable
story of shipwreck and castaway life. The
Pilot's Bride left New London April 17,
1880, for the Island of Desolation between
Cape Town and Australia, on a whaling
voyage, and was wrecked in a storm on
the 4th of October, the same year. All
the crew succeeded in reaching an unin
habited island safely, and there they had
to stay until September, 1882, living on
some four and bread which had been
saved from the wreck, and what they
could find on the island. Captain Fuller
says:

**We could not roast everything very
well, for the reason of the peculiar way in
which we were obliged to build our fire.
We had not enough wood to last to keep
upa fire and we used the blubber of sea
elephants as fuel. These creatures werv
killed in abundance as we caught them
crawling on the beach. We built a fire of
wood and placed this blubber above on
cross sticks, The heat caused the oil to
drop down continually, thuas keeping up
the blaze. It was a nice contrivanee for a
fire, but it imparted an exceedingly
unpleasant smoky and oily tlaver
to the food and we were obliged
to be very careful. We also found
growing about a species of wild
cabbage, which we cooked and ate fre-
quently. Our chief trouble was to tind
clothes ; our ments, though shabby,
held together, but our shoes atter awhile
gave out. Wae tried to supply their places
by boots made from sea elephant’s hide,
but the trouble with that was they soaked
water too fast, Finally me were reduced
to shoes, the bottoms of which were made
of plank and the uppers of canvas. The
men now began to become discontented and
wanted to have their own way. One night
some s8ix of the dissatisfied stole our best
boat and pulled some .o:ty miles oftf and
were gone a month. They got out of
bread and came back, prowling around
the camp one might. We caught them,
and next morning took them over to an
island, some mile or so off shore, and
there left them with one third of our pro-
visions.

Our rescue did not take place until Sepl.
G,after over 11 months of castaway life, It
was brought about by no accident. The
owner of our wvessel, Mr. C. A. Wil-
lams, of New London, sent out a ves-
sel of his own to look for us, aud
knowing where our stores were kept came
directly to our harbor. After wo wtre
rescaed we continued to help them in
getting in the cargo. I was not until
January 22 of this year that we put in at
Cape Town. I arrived home last Wed-
nesday. The mate also came home. The
rest of the crew, I believe, are somewhere
on their way. Everybody is safe and
sound, though I don’t think any of them
are desirous of having the experieuce of
the past two years over again. I am sure
I am not.”

The Body of m Man Foumd In the iKiver.

THE SUCCESSOK TO DR, ERUOKS

County Saperintevdeont shaub Electeo.
Dr. Edward Brooks, who has been con-
nedted with the Mil:ersville state normal
school, for twenty-cight years, daring six-
teen of which Le has besn principa), re-
signed that position some time ago, On
Saturday the boand of tiustees held a
meeting for the purpose of electing his
successor. There was a full attendance,
every one of the eizhtereu members of the

being present. Tuo resignation of

Dr. Brooks was first real amd excepted,
after which the election of his szecessor
was begun.

Two caudidates were nominated, viz :
B. F. Shaub, superintendeut of the publie
schools of the cvunty, and A R Buchrle,
superintendent of the Lancuster eity
schools. Oa the first sud only balist, Mr.,
Shaub received eighteon votes and Mr.
Buehrle two. Those who voted for the
latter them asked to change their votes,
and Mr. Shaub’s election was made uunani-
mous.

Mr. Shaub was praduated at Millersville
with high honors ab.ut 20 years ago. For
& whilo he was a teacher in the school,
going thence to Bellefonte, where he was
made prineipal of the high sehool. After
returning from Belletonte he was again a
teacher at Millersville for some years In
1875.-he was studying !law in this city and
would have been adwmitted to the bar in a
short time had he eontinued, but about
this time the idea of making him county
superintendent was congeivod aud success.
fally carried out. He bis been elocted
three times and his thizd term expires in
May, 1854,

Dr. Brooks will give his entire attention
to the book#of which Le is author, and
will have plenty work to voccupy his mind.

The following resolutions were passcd ‘n
regard to Dr. Brooks' by the trustees :

First. That ivasmuch as Dr Edward
Brooks has felt it a duty to bis family as
well as to himself to scek that rest and
recreation which a long life of arduous
aud umemitting labor bas made necessary
it is fitting that we, members of the
board of trustees of the state normal
school at Millersville, should acknowledge
the regret we feel at the severance of ties
which bave existed so long and so barmo-
niously between us.

Second. That the rosignation of Dr.
Brooks as priucipal of the school, pre-
sented to the board at its last meeting, be
accepted to take effect as requestod, at the
end ol the present term.

Third, That tho  board  accopt Dr,
Brooks’ resi, wion wi'h sincers regret,
and fully realizo Lo dificuliy of sapply -
ing his place wiih auy ooo so agreeable to
the board in all his persoual relations,
and so competent to conduct the affairs of
the schiool in a satislfactory manner,

Fourth. That for his lozz and valuable
service in conneetivn with the school,
eleven years as professor of mathematies
and seventeen years as priuncipal, Dr.
Brooks merits tl:e grateful thanks of the
board and of all tie triouds of the institu-
tion.

Fifth. Tha' to the long evntinued and
indefatigable Libers of Dr. Brooks in its
behalf, the stats normal sehool at Millers-
ville owes largely its prosperity aud the
proud position it vecnapies among institu-
tions of its cliss.

Bixth. That while we regret parting
with one whom we had so learned to ad-
mire and love, we heartily eoncur in the
step which impaiied health and a veces-
sity for rest have impelled, and in the
relaxation lie secks we hope and trust that
he may find such ieuvwed strength that
through it he m2y be fally able to realize
his fondest hopes for further nsefuluess.

Seventh. That these resolutivns be en-
tered upon our reconds, u copy of them be
sent to Ur.
